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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With respect to applicant's assertrion that 
limitation "Intermediary's response, an artifical..." . The examiner respectfully disagrees that the internediary does not disclose an IMSI 
value. The combination of the two systems disclose wherein an artificial system can have an IMSI value choosen, which is interpreted as 
the IMSI value being created. The IMSI numbers being choosen based on the value, is the creation and implementation of an IMSI value as 
sumitted by the applicant. 

With respect to the applicant's submission of the interpretation of the "dynamically created" and is based at least in part on the carrier to 
which the message is to be routed. The applicant is advised to include the limitations disclosed within paragraphs 0032-0077 
With respect to the applicant's arguments regarding the IMSI value as disclosed by the Haumont reference, the applicant submits that the 
IMSI value as disclosed by Haumont discloses a "Real" IMSI value in contrast to the "artificial" IMSI value as disclosed within the instant 
application, the examiner respectfully disagrees. 

As disclosed within the instant application, a reading of the specification to find further details of the "artificial" IMSI value as disclosed by 
the applicant leads the examiner to understand the IMSI value is calculated through the combination of different values such as user ID, 
Virtual HLR address, Virtual MSC carrier ID, and etc. The examiner describes a virtual non-physical method for routing a message from a 
first mobile station to a second mobile station as disclosed by the Mcintosh reference; however the creation of an IMSI value was not 
specifically disclosed by the Mcintosh refrence. The examiner cites the Haumont reference in order to show the creation of an IMSI value is 
known to one of ordinary skill in the art by combining various values, such as a request from the network. The combination of dynamically 
creating an IMSI value with the teaching with the teaching of a virtual network by Mcintosh leads to the combination of a virtual network 
being able to create an IMSI value, which would be "virtual" because the system as disclosed by Mcintosh is not physical.. 
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
